Who were on Friday the 20th. of this Inſtant July Drawn, Hanged and Quar- 
tered at Dburn, for conſpiring againſt the Life of the KING, and. to 
raiſe War and Rebellion, in order to Subvert the Government, &. Con- 
taining a Relation of what happened during their Impriſonment, and at the 
place of Execution. With their Confeſſions at Tyburn. 


Homas Walcot, William Hone, and John Rouſe, having been Accuſed 
to the Kings moſt. Honourable Council, by the Diſcoverers of the Plot aguinſt 


te Life of His Majeſty, of many Treaſonable purpoſes and intentions, and up- 
on Mfarrant Ted out for that purpoſe" Apprehended , they were on the 12th. of 
'  thisinflent july broaght to the Sejſzons hoſe in the O\d-Bayly,and there Arraigned 

qu Indiftments of High Treaſon found againſt them by the Grand Fary , for 
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onſpiring the Death of the King, and deſigning to raiſe War and Relellion, and 
in order thertto procuring Arms, as Blunderbuſſes, Muſquets , Piſtols and the 
lile, to which Indi ments they Pleading not Guilty, whereupon Thomas Walcot le- 


ing. ordered to look to his Challenges, in order to acrepting againit the Preemptory 


number, which it 35. of the Jurors, he made exceptions againit all ſuch as be- 
longed to the Liemenancy, but in the end a Jury of 12. Men being Sworn, they 


| were charged with, to try the Iſue between the King and him, in caſe of bis Life 


and Death Wherenpon Colonel Rumſie, Mr, Well, Ar. Kecling, My. Bourn 


and others, ſwore him prejent at divers Treaſonable Conſpiracies , Conſults , and 
Traiterous Contrivancies, that he was to Command a Party to deſtroy the Kings 
Gzards, whilſt others A(ſaſſmated the King and Dale, &c. in February laſt, 
at what time they were to return from New-Market, and that a Conſult was held 
to enquire into the day (f their return, and that they differed about the particular 
ume, though afterward: they came to a Reſult, but that ihe Fire that happened at 
Newmarket fruſtrated the Intention &c. On ibe Friday following being the Ig th. 
inſtant, William Hone, and John Rouſe were tryed for the like T:eajon in 


| Conſpiring againit his Nl ajeſtie, bim to Death, and final Deſiru@ion to put, 


&c. againſt whom the Kings Evidence depoſed, firſt, that Hone had agreed to be 
one of the Aſulſinates, and yas to kave a Sum of Money to buy him Furnitwe 
for that purpoſe, as Horſe and Arms, &c. and that he had declared he was to be 


one that [hould ſeize the Captain and Lieutenant, and that at another tine he de- 
clared it would never be well till the Blackbird and Goldfinch were knocked oz ile 


Head, and that both thoſe Myiterious Expreſſions, te explained himſelf to mean ile 
King and Duke of York theſe and many more were the (ircumſtances that 
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 farewel of him.

occurred upon ihis and the former Ti yal, as the like circumſi ances was Joh 
Rouſe Indicled for High Treaſon and Conſpiracy aginf the Life of the King, 
zending to the ſubwerfion of the Government, ſo that in the end after divers Ar- 
cuments the, were found Guiltie, and the day following received Sentence to le 
Drawn, Hanged, and Quartered, as the Law in caſe of Convidun for High 
Treaſon requires, when deſiring their Friends might viſit them, and time for Re. 

entance allowed, they were , emanded to Priſon, where as Men ſenſible of the near 
approach of i heir diſſolution they continued, being often viſited by their Friends and 
eelalions wio came to condole iheir misfortunes , and to comfort them with ſea- 
nable adinonitions to prepare for a ſuture ſtate, ſeing their Lives were forfeited 


by tle Law, and that Execution of the Sentence paßed upon them would not be 


long deferred foraſmuch as all hopes of pardon was vaniſhed, and whether a Reprieve 
for longer Life would be granted to them remained doubtful ; the jormer and the 
tier leing at the pleaſure of His Majeſtie, whom they had (» highly offended; where · 
p09 they taking the cordial! advice of thoſe that regarded their kappintſſe as to the 
Life to come, ſcrionſlie 3 in what eſtate they remain, and what a large 
al count they were ſhortlieto give before the Dreadful Tribunal of all their Acti- 
unt in ſumuch tl at at times they were not interrupted by Viſitunts, their ſerious thoughts 
were ſor the moſt part imploied in Conſelſing their Sins, and begging paraon of 
Ged for their Offences, during their abode in Newgate, the Sheriff's of London 


ani Middleſex came to ꝛi it them, in order to perſwade them to an ingen;ous: onfelſion, 


as far as they were conſcious of the ( onjpiracie of which they ſiood Contidted, rhe ſame 
Areumentsuſed divers ot: cr Loyal Perſons, but they ſtemed much rejerved, ſaying, they 
ia teen brought 10. diſgrace, and conſequenilie to an untimelie end, by their too 
much credulitie, and that it was nom too late to yetrive what. was paſt , but ear- 
zeſtlie begged pardon of thoſe they had Offended, 
Captain Walcot ſeldom appeared publickiie , but kept timſelf to his retirement, 
either Reading or Converſing with particular Friends tl at came to take their lait 
John Rouſe 'was often obſerved buſie as is ſuppeſed writing for 
the moſt part, lut to what effet remains get uncertain, unleſſe 4 Petition humbly 
to beſeech His Majeſtie 10 beſtow his dead Body on his Wife, William Hone 
was mo ſt de/ed ca of the three, the fear of death having in a manner SHrpifjed him, 
inſomuch that he was hardlie induced to anſwer io the que ſtions demanded of bim 
by ſuch as came to Examine or Diſcourſe him. This and ſuch like was their be. 
Bat ior, till they had notice that the Warrant was Signed for their Execution, and 
that they muſt prepare io die as this day, which heavie tho expected news they re- 
ceived with different paſſions, continuing as men that devoted : the Grave till 
this Morning, at what time being put into a Sledg , they were drawn ts the 
place f Ex ecution, attended by a ſtrong Guard of the Skeriffs Men, and Hamblet 
Harders. | 

About 10. in the Morning, Thomas Walcot, John Rouſe, and William 
Hone were brought to Tayburn, the former in a Sledge by himſelf, and the 2 latter 
in arotler Sledge, when being unb#und, tley were helped into the Cart prepared 
Ver that purpoſe, andihere for 4 while Co nverſed with the Miniiters, who were Dr. 
Cirtwritc, and Mr. Ordinarie, bath of them per ſwaging them to make an inge- 
nious Confilſion, according io the beſt of their Knowledge : Whereupon Captain 
Walcot drew out tuo Papers, and ſhened them to the Miniſters, and thoſe that were 
in theCart, ſaying , that he had Written them to Read publicklie, which when 
hs was ordered to do, he vwuitha compoſed Countenance did it Audiblie, the firſt 
w. in Nature of 4 Confeſſiun of bis Enormities to God, wherein he deſired for- 
-iveneſs, declaring that he had been a great ſinner, and for that cauſe, God had

I þferca hie io perpetrate thoſe Crimes, that had rendered him worthy of Death; 
gering God of his Mercy to forgive him his manifold Offences, and that all the 
ind would forgive him, whom he had offended, putting up divers Ejaculations, 
ring chat ke might be an Example to warn others from daring to attempt any 
| Treaſonable Deſign or Conſpiracy againſt the Life of the King, afier which ano® 
ther Paper he held in his hand, vmenmes looking on it, and other times not 
while he was ſpeaking or making his Confilſion to the Pe ple, declaring, that he 
was guiliy of the Conſpiracy, asto the knowledge thereof, and that-he was drawn 
into the ſaid Conſpiracy by People that promiſed him great things, but that now 
he plainly perceived there was no Faith in Man, 4s to the maiter f the Aſſalſi- 
nation, he confeſſed to have knowledge of it, and that he had been Incited there- 
j by Evil-affected Perſons, whom he deſired God to forgive, Praying that his, 
and his Fellows preſent, might be the laſt Blood that might be ſhed upon the oc- 
caſion of the Conſpiracy, he confeſſed he had been at divers Conſults, and that once 
and no more to his remembrance, he had been in the Company of two Lords, nam- 
ing divers of the Perſbns fled upon the Diſcovery of the Plot, and Conſpiracy, ſay- 
ing, they had drawn him unexpetedly into the miſchief, he having not long before 
arrived in England, and that top late, he was conjcions of his too much credulity, 
which had brought him to his deſerved, though ſhameful and unexpected End, de- 
fring of Jod to proſper, and preſerve the King, or to this parpoſe, be alſs ſaid, that 
when the Conſpiracy was diſcovered, he was promiſed by ſome who had dramn hint 
into it, to be ſafely conveyed into Holland, and that when they had decoyed him F 
and were conveying bun to Prifdw-werd.chey told him they deſigned io Ship him, &c. 
and ſo continuea with peicitential Tears, to bewail his Crimes and unhappy End, but 
would not own , that he was ad ul 60 kill the King. tho he was to be aſſting 
therein, deſiring the People to obey, and in all Cordial ſincerity endeared them- 
ſelves to His Majeſty, who well deſerved the love and tendereſt reſpect of His Sub- 
je#s, this being tbe Sui ſtance of Walcots Speech. | 


John Rouſe began. io make bis Confeſſion, when having deſired God to forgive 
biz his Sins, be confeſd that he had been at divers Eonſults , and that he was 
to have Added, but as to each particular he was Ignorant , but that he had been 
pri vy to many Treaſonable Diſcourſes, tending to an Inſurretion or the like, deſir- 
ing God 10 forgive him his many ſins, which he ſaid had been multiplied, but that 
be was above all ſorrowfull for offending againſt ſuchgreat Light, ſaying, the cryes 
of a Wife and Children, were the chiefeſt Inſtigations to make him Ingage in the 
Wicked Deſign of which he beartily repented, and for which he had juſtly deſerved 
to die, declaring, that ke had been drawn into it by the Earl of Shaftesbury and 
others, who were now fled, and that he did not, when firſt he entered into it, think 
the deſign had any wayestended to the touching the Zife of His M. ajeſty, or that the 
Conſpiracy would have arrived to the beight it at laſi did, and continued to expreſs 
his Sorrow and Repentance for his being ſe long conſcious of ſo Notorious a Wicked® 
neſs, and not revealing it, which he attributed to the fear of his own Safety, by rea. 
Jon he had for ſome time paſt, been under Evil Circumſtances, and been rendered 
obnoxious io many Perſons of known Loyalty: and in Fine, he confeſſed moſt of the 
Charge Ewidenced againſt him, at his Trqal in the Old-Bayly, onthe 13. Infant, 


grieveuſly complaining againſt thoſe that had drawn him into the miſchievous Con- 


ſpiracy, begging forgiveneſs of all he had offended in thought or deed, deſiring God 
to continne the Kings Life and long Reign, &C.

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Tone /poke litile as to 2 125 in all general confeſſed that he was G 
iy of the Conſpiracy, and was to have been one of the number that was to ha 
ſaſinated the King, in his return from New-mercat, and that Goodenough? 
others had hy many Perſwaſtons prevailed with him, to w1dertake what he did 
likewiſe confeſſed he had told Ar. Welt, he had ſpoke with Goodenough, a 
lated to him the meaſures that he was to take, ſaying, that Le had agrees to He 
in the Aſſaſſination with divers other Circumſtances, of which theſe are the moſt 
icrial; tho indeed his Diſconrſe was but ſhort in reſpe io the two former. I 
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De Confeſſions thus made, or as near as could be taken, thus, or to this eff 
the Miniſters Prayed with them, and Sung a Pjalm, after which, they ſever, 
deſired to ſay a Prayer of themſelves, which was granted, Captain Walcot beg 
ing firſt, who Prayed fervently, as being throughly ſenſible of his Offence, deſſfi 
the Prayers of all good Men, next Hone made 4 Prayer, and afterwards Rouſe . 
Each of them conducing greatly to bewail the greatneſs of their O fences, aching fo 
giveneſs, eſpecially of His Majeſty, againſt whom they had ſo highly offended, mh 

being asked what further they had io ſay, they only deſired, that God would forgaol 
them, and that all People would take Example by them, and not be enticed or pert 
ſwaded to enterprixe ſo great a Wickedneſs as had brought them to ruine, though 

as they hoped God would accept of their late Repentance , and thoſe that heayg | 
them, and beheld their untimelie End would take warning thereby, and avoid 1 

like Temptations. e | 3
